FIRE INSURANCE AND THE STATE 


r,E 4RCH the annals of business as you wiftWiigher example 
5 
Will you find of the ability of private, business to serve itself 


well by serving the public badly than is afforded by Fare: Insur- 
ance; Born of the great-London fire, it grew up^uncuddled and 
unprivileged. Indeed, the only record you will find that shows 
that the gentlemen of Parliament were aware of its existence 
I the series of acts imposing stamp taxes. .In other words there 
was in England, down to quite recent times, no recognition of, 
public-concern in the business. Anybody could insure against 
anything, under any form of contract, without let or hindrance, 
^nd without publicity or any other acknowledgment of pubhc 
interest. Absolutely the only restraint was that imposed by the 
courts in applying common-law practice to the construction of 
policy contracts. Yet under this wide-open license there were 
no failures of any consequence, and it is still the boast of the 
English agents that no British company ever failed to meet its 
losses. From nothing, the business grew to vast proportions, 
standardized itself, created actuarial science, and from its Lon- 
don offices spread its protecting arms around the world. 


Let us pause and make reverent obeisance to those sterling 


qualities of the English business-man which made possible this 
wonderful business-structure. Let us also utter a prayer of 
thankfulness that with our inheritance of the institution came a 
full portion of its Irving spirit. If there exists in America sucn 
a thing as a genuine aristocracy, assuredly the New England 
heads of our great fire-insurance companies are the princes of 
that order. Many have succeeded father and grandfather in 
the positions they occupy. Their administrations are clean and 
honorable. Few receive salaries that could be criticized, and 
their perquisites are within conservative bounds. Of course 
there have been and still are exceptions to all of these state- 
ments, but we have not overdrawn the picture of the type—the 
prettiest'picture in the whole gallery of old-time business. 


The fire-insurance business is an archaic survival—a private 


busines^ making but slight concession'to public concern, yet 
exercising a state function. Insurance is a service, required by 
every owner of property for his own personal protection. It is 
a public service which concerns all of us even though we possess 
nothing more valuable than a jack-knife, for we—the poorest 
of us—can not afford to have a neighbor stricken with calamity. 
INDEED THERE ARE HIGH GROUNDS FOR ESTEEMING 
HIM 4 MALEFACTOR TVHO EXPOSES THAT INTEREST 
WHICH THE PUBLIC HAS IN HIS OWN .WELL-BEING TO 
THE HAZ \RD OF FIRE. THE FEWER HIS POSSESSIONS 
THE GREATER HIS OFFENSE. THE HIGHEST OFFENSE 
IS COMMITTED BY HIM WHO HAZARDS PROPERTY, THE 
LOSS OF WHICH MIGHT CAUSE HIM TO FAIL TO THEET 
HIS OBLIGATIONS, OR MAKE HIM A CHARGE UPON THE 
PUBLIC 
FOR ITS OWN PROTECTION THE PUBLIC HAS 


AMPLE GROUND TO INSIST UPON THE ADEQUATE IN- 
SURANCE OF ALL PROPERTY. 


Under existing conditions much property is uninsured be- 


cause of the unwillingness or inability of the owner to pay the 
premium. This fact bears eloquent testimony to the efficiency 
of the insurance management. Business is for profit, and in- 
surance is conducted as.a business. Good business will always 
exact all that the traffic will beari Therefore, if all the property 
of a community were insured it would be proof positive that the 
rates were too low. A raise in rate would bring in money out of 
proportion to the loss of business. Hence it is, that in the inter- 
est of profits a nice balance should be maintained; the rates 
must be so high that were they any higher the volume of busi- 
ness would be so reduced as to decrease the profit. 
' 
To fix such a rate is part of actuarial science, but to main- 


tain it is not so simple, for fire-insurance is most emphatically a 
competitive business, Anybody who can put up the necessary 
capital can organize an insurance company,: and if there is too 
fat a thing in it new.companies will be organizedi rates will be 
cut, and general disorganization will ensue. 


The answer to this is losses. It is hard to realize that it is 


to the interest of the insurance companies that fire-losses should 
be high. Of course it is never to the interest of a company that 
its own losses should be high, but it is distinctly to the^interest 
of all of them that the general average; should^ be high, not as 
the result of great conflagrations, for'they are always disa* 
trouB, but as the result of a great many small, weH scattered 
fires. Such a condition enables the rates to be maintained at a 
high level, both justifying them in public opinion and frighten- 
ing people into paying them, and at the same time keeps down 
competition. 
" 


It is not true that there would be as much money made 


from a low rate and a low loss, ratio. Commissions are paid on 
the volume of business, and salaries,are^timated,and appor- 
tioned by the same yard-stick.; Of coursfjf the ratesi were re- 
duced slightly and the losses greatly: that would make a fine) 
showing fora year or two, but competition:l8:invi|ed.not so much 
by a large volume of business as by a large ratio of gain; so you 
will never awaken more than polite perfunctories at Hartford

But 
this information is exclusively used to warn the companies to 
keep off/ never for.prosecution. An agent of pur acquaintance 
having'ferreted but evidence which he believed to;be sufficient 
to convict a :man of notoriously bad record, journeyed io Hart- 
ford to lay the matter before the company heads: He was at- 
tentively listened to, beautifully entertained, and told,"Now you 
go home and pray, that the next time the cuss skins a Mutual" 


We rail atthe waste of duplicated effort on the part of our 


milk-men and others whose overlapping activities; we are fam- 
iliar with, but none of them are in tlie same dmss wtth fire-insur- 
ance men. While it Is perfectly true that fire-insurance is a 
competitive business; the competition is potential rather than 
actual as regards rates; the security afforded by any of the big 
companies isabsolute, and the policy-contract is identical. Hence 
the competition is'strictly between agents, and is ofino benefit to 
llie assured., Sorfar as the public is concerned they could be far 
more efficiently served by one company than the multitude, and 
the economies of operation would pay dividends on an enormous 
amount of water. Why then has there been no consolidation? 
Partly because the gentlemen who control the big companies 
are so entirely .satisfied with their niche in life that it would be 
exceedingly difficult to buy their control, but chiefly because of 
the belief that unified control would be more liable to stimulate 
state-insurance. 
To revolutionize fire-insurance and introduce 


efficient' management in the modern sense, would be to interfere 
with the petty graft of a vast throng of brokers. Every real- 
estate man,r many lawyers, contractors, clerks, agents of all 
kinds, arid indeed, anybody who can control a few policies is a 
broker, and receives anywhere from\ten to twenty-five percent 
according to the class and the amount of the business. 'So much 
competition-is there between agents, and so bled are they by the 
brokers, that there is created another paradox; the larger the 
commission the less money there is in it for the agents. The 
regular agents'would greatly profit by a rule reducing their com- 
missions to a uniform ten percent. That would bring-'the busi- 
ness directly to their offices and exterminate the broker, class, 
without any reduction in the aggregate volume of their business. 
But this will never be assented to by the companies. In the first 
place a reduction in the cost-ratio would have the same effect as 
a reduction in the loss-ratio, increased competition or a lower 
tariff. Secondly "and chiefly, it %vould deprive the business oi 
its vast popular support, and precipitate that dread calamity 
state-insurance.
